As schools open for the fall 
term, Walter \td 
King, Kansas 
City, 
regional 
director 
of 
the 
wag e and hour division, U. S. de­ 
partment of labor^ for Missouri, 
Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Colora­ 
do and Wyoming, issued a warn­ 
ing that the full time employment 
of children under the age of 16. 
during school periods, is contrary 
to the child labor provisions of 
the 
Fair 
Labor 
Standards 
act 
(Federal wage and hour law). 
However, iMr. King pointed out 
minors between 14 and 16 years 
of age may be employed in cer­ 
tain non-manufacturing and non­ 
mining 
.occupations 
outside 
of 
school hours, but such employ­ 
ment is limited to three hours 
per day and eighteen hours per 
week w^hile school is in session. 
During school vacation 
periods, 
the hours may be extended to 
eight per day and a total of forty 
in nne week. 
Working hours for 
children of those ages, in general 
nni>t be between 7 a. m. and 7 
p. m. 
‘ While the child labor provi­ 
sions are more lenient with re- 
pect to children employed in ag­ 
riculture,” Mr. King said, “ They 
do apply to minors so employed 
during the peiir>ds when they are 
legally required to attend school.
